Eisenhower

A Fulton Superior Court Jury 
convicted a 43-year-old Negro 
Wednesday of the April 8 murder 
of an Atlanta grocer and gave 
him a death sentence. 


Following the jury's verdict 
against Oscar James Wimis, 
Judge E. E. Andrews sentenced 
Wimis to be electrocuted June 2 
at Georgia State Prison for the 
slaying of Lovett P. Blackmon. 


The state’s case against Mimis 
includes a signed statement 


which. was corroborated by two 
| witnesses, 


his fingerprint on a 
broken soft-drink bottle which he 
allegedly used in killing Black- 
mon, a two-by-four timber with 
which the state also claimed he 


struck Blackmon, and two wit- 
nesses who said they saw Wimis 
coming out of the store. 


Wimis took the stand in his own 


defemse Wednesday and  dis- 
claimed the signed statement 


which the state had introduced. 


He claimed he struck Blackmon 
in self-defense. And he said he 
was “scared” when he signed 
the statement. 


“IT owed the man five dollars 
and I offered to pay him half of 
it and he wouldn't take it,” 
Wimis told the jury. “He said I 
wasn't going out of the store 
alive and he put his hand up 
under his apron and I hit him. 
I didn’t know what he had in his 


hand.” 


That varied considerably with 
a statement which was read to 
the jury. In it Wimis was quoted 
as saying Blackmon told him, 
“Take my money,” but that he 
hit him anyway with a drink bot- 
tle. A scuffle ensued and a but- 
ton was torn off his shirt. 


The first bottle broke and 
Wimis, according to the state- 
ment, picked up another and hit 
Blackmon with it. The statement 
added that Blackmon fell and 
then Wimis picked up a piece of 
wood and hit Blackmon with it.

tial nomination within his grasp. 

Running in a state 95 per cent Protest- 
ant, his Roman Catholic religious status 
was not the one overriding issue as all 
the pundits and experts declared it would 
be. Observers in West Virginia who kept 
an ear to the ground could hear the 
anger of the people there who felt the 
state was being unjustly treated by tele- 
vision and news commentators who had, 
said critics, made the religious question 
the dominant one by so much use of it. 

The Kennedy organization was ex- 
pensive and so efficient it managed lit- 
erally to reach into every home in the 
state. Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. spoke 
in the labor areas. ,Nothing was over- 
looked and the votes came out. 

But what everyone must now under- 
stand is that Kennedy has what the poli- 
ticians call “magic.” He is a vote-getter. 
“Magic” is a word the professionals use 
to explain that intangible quality of at- 
traction. It makes people turn out. It 
causes them to be friendly. It impells 
them to ask for autographs. It is a qual- 
ity of communication. Kennedy has it. 


Too many of the experts, we now can 
see, underestimated the Kennedy vote in 
Wisconsin. It was explained by saying 
the state was 36 per cent Catholic and 
that Republicans crossed over to vote for 
him. In West Virginia there were no 
cross-overs and there were very few 
Catholics. Kennedy got the votes. 

If the Deep South states do desert 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson of Texas and de- 
cide to support a favorite son on every 
ballot called at the convention, this will 
further increase the probability that Sen. 
Kennedy will be nominated on the first 
ballot. Sen. Johnson’s delegate total 
would be reduced below the irreducible 
minimum of 400 which he would need on 
the first ballot to be a major factor or 
a kingmaker. 

Sen. Herman Talmadge of Georgia, 
who long ago declared Sen. Johnson to 
be his choice “as the lesser of other 
evils,” is being quietly advanced by 
Georgia leaders to their opposite num- 
bers in Alabama, Mississippi and South 
Carolina as a favorite son, acceptable to 
those in the South who are offended by 
the moderate civil rights bill's passage 
and the position of the national party in 
general. , 

All this is grist in the Kennedy mill. 
If successful it will guarantee his nomi- 
nation on the first ballot.

Khrushchev Is Shrieking 
At Our Bad Judgment 


President Eisenhower’s rejection as 
ridiculous Soviet charges of “provoc- 
ative” espionage by the United States 
follows renewal of threats of war by the 
Soviet Union and a full-speed propaganda 
offensive. Nikita Khrushchev, in an angry 
mood, discounts any value to come from 
the summit conference and hints Ike will 
not be welcome in Russia. 

Khrushchev is taking full advantage 
of the opportunity handed him by our 
bad luck and bad judgment in contin- 
uing reconnaissance flights during this 
period preceding the summit meeting. 

One explanation of the premier’s an- 
ger, of course, is the success of the 
amazing U-2 reconnaissance plane and 
the revelation of Soviet military weak- 
nesses. Khrushchev would like such re- 
connaissance stopped and his threats and 
bluster and intimidation of our allies are 
part of the campaign to bring it about. 

It is clear that these flights have 
been going on for some time by both 
sides. They have become more or less 
routine to the cold war. While distance 
perhaps has prohibited such flights over 
continental United States by the Soviets, 
they have used all other methods, in- 
cluding spy ships and submarines. 

Neither have we forgotten exposure 
of the Soviet spy network in Canada, the 
theft of atomic secrets by Klaus Fuchs 
and others, the treachery of Bruno Pon- 
tecorvo, who probably gave the Russians 
the hydrogen bomb. Just the other day 
the killer of Leon Trotsky, freed after 
years of prison in Mexico, was accepted 
back into the Iron Curtain. 

Communist parties in all countries are 
subservient to Moscow and part of its 
network of subversion and spy activities. 

So regardless of Khrushchev’s loud 
and hypocritical noises, the United States 
must continue to find out what is going 
on within Soviet borders, That will go 
on until such time as the cold war is no 
more. Until agreement is reached on re- 
laxation of tensions and disarmament, as 
our State department makes clear, every 
possible means will be used to pierce the 
curtain of secrecy.

Smacks of GOP Politics 


Is it the intention of the Republican 
administration to make the 221 housing 
program a political football? 

In spite of denials, recent develop- 
ments indicate that such may well be the 
case. 

Atlanta and other Southern cities 
would suffer the most from the proposed 
cutback in allocations for 221 housing 
because this is the region where the need 
is greatest for such units. 

Atlanta has a record second to none 
in the number of applications issued and 
the number of houses actually started. 
Now that the city is moving more vig- 
orously in its code enforcement and ur- 
ban renewal clearance, the demand by 
displaced persons for 221 units will in- 
crease. | 

Unless the demand is met, the urban 
renewal program is imperiled. 

Federal authorities defend the pro- 
posed cutback by promising yearly re- 
evaluation of needs. But if they start 
whacking away now in the very areas 
where 221 housing is being relied upon 
as the principal means of relocating dis- 
placed persons, the inevitable result will 
be uncalled for delays in the urban re- 
newal program and possibly the death 
of certain phases of it. 

It seems more than passing strange 
that the Republican administration would 
cook up program changes that would hit 
hardest in the Democratic South. Things 
like this underscore the need for a strong 
two-party system in Georgia and all 
Southern states.

Police Chief Says Driver Responsibility Is 
Only Answer to Highway Death Problem 


Dawson—A needless pattern of 
death continues to plague Geor- 
gia’s thoroughfares as though 
human lives were regarded by 
some drivers as expendable and 
accidents incident to the opera- 
tion of automotive vehicles. 


In any event records show that 
during the first four months of 1960 
360 persons had died as a result 
of traffic accidents in this state. 


Of these tragedies 115. lives 
were claimed as a, result of 
speeding or otherwise failing to 
have the vehicle under control. 
Fifty-nine persons were killed in 
accidents involving head-on col- 
lisions in which one of the ve- 
hicles involved was driven on the 
wrong side of the road. Collisions 
resulting from vehicles failing to 
grant right-of-way brought death 
to 26 persons and 10 fatalities 
were caused by cars being hit 
from the rear. These accidents 
accounted for 67 per cent of the 
deaths in the four-month period. 


In 1959 from May 1 through the 
month of August 357 persons be- 
came traffic fatalities. Vacation 
traffic in the same period this 
year will probably be heavier 
and the fact that after two con- 
secutive years (1957-58) of in- 
creasing highway deaths. the 
number is still rising is alarm- 
ing. 

Unless more drivers exercise 
the rules of the road this tragic 
count will continue to increase.

The report was issued after 
weeks of public hearings, long 
sessions and deliberation by the 
members.

The majority report, contrary 
to what extremists say, is not ad- 
vocating race mixing. The 11 men 
— all prominent Georgians high 
in their chosen fields, several are 
educators, others are highly re- 
spected business men — have ex- 
amined the facts from the Su- 
preme Court ruling on integra- 
tion to Judge Hooper’s ruling and 
on the basis of their knowledge 
and experience and after witness- 
ing the reports from hundreds of 
Georgians and telegrams from 
thousands more have concluded 
that it would be rash indeed to 
destroy the public school system 
and that Georgians must devise 
more realistic means of dealing 
with the problems ahead.

It is not enough always to say, 
“Do what your mother tells you 
to do and don’t do what she says 
you shouldn’t do.” And it is not 
sufficient to suggest that they do 
what their teacher or preacher 
or favorite cousin says. 


Ultimately each man must de- 
cide for himself concerning what 
is fit to do and what is unfit. 
In some broad general areas 
most men agree. Almost univer- 
sally men say, for instance, that 
lying, stealing and murder are 
wrong. But there are small and 
important matters in which 
the individual must decide 
what is right or what is wrong. 

If a person forms certain bases 
for deciding what is right or 
wrong, then the specific prob- 
lems are immediately solved on 
the foundation of the general pat- 
tern he has adopted for himself. 

In any general pattern for 
moral behavior, I think a person 
would wish to consider the fol- 
lowing three points: One, at the 
point of decision he should ask, 
“Will my choice in this matter 
finally weaken my position in re- 
gard to other more important 
concerns?”” Many a small mat- 
ter has become the termite which 
finally causes the house of life 
to collapse. Our choices should be 
considered in regard to their re-

numerous social workers who 
have trudged up the steep and 
cluttered stairs—but the evidence 
of its success is unmistakably 
there in the persons of the re- 
markably healthy and composed 
children who play quietly in the 
cluttered rooms even while stran- 
gers are being entertained, 


The Daniels receive guests, 
after supper at least, under some- 
thing of a disadvantage. The two 
adults, when I called, were hori- 
zontal, propped up in bed before 
a television set which had at- 
tracted a predictable quota of the 
younger. children. There was only | 
space for two plastic-covered | 
chairs between the double bed 
and the bleached oak bedroom 
furniture which lines the walls. 


FILLED WITH BEDS 


There was no need to explain 
this informal arrangement. Com- 
ing into the apartment from the 
rear, you pass the tiny kitchen 
with its utilitarian equipment. 
From there on, the rooms are 
understandably filled with beds: 


“One of the things I hate about 
this place,” Mrs. Daniels said, “‘is | 
a man comes home from work | 
and takes off his pants and there | 
is no place to hang them. No’ 
closets, no place even to throw | - 
them down. All you can do, you 
just eat and go to bed, and may- 
be look at the television.”’ 


“It’s bad,” Robert William 
agreed, “but I reckon I don’t 
mind it as much as Pat does. She 
stays cooped up here all day, and | 
I get out and that makes it} 
easier.’ 


When he goes out, Robert Wil- 
liam proceeds three blocks to the 
Harlem office building he tends | 
as superintendent. Firing the fur- | 
nace, cleaning the halls and| 
hustling a few odd jobs for the’ 
colored tenants brings in an in- | 
come that never exceeds $250 a. 
month and often falls well below. 
In times past, the Daniels have | 
been intermittently on the welfare | 
rolls, but theirs is a_ borderline | 
case. Besides, Mrs. Daniels’ 
doesn’t like the social workers. | 


“They come in here and they 
want to know how we can afford | 
the telephone, and who paid for 


‘the good bedroom furniture, and 


I tell them my sister-in-law is | 
keeping up the payments and | 
they don’t believe me,” she says) 
with a snort of disgust. “If we. 
can make do without the welfare | 
we do.” 


FED AND DRESSED 


“I manage to keep them fed: 
and dressed decent and in 
school,”’ Robert William says with 
a wave at the circle of dark 
young faces looking solemnly in 
from the next bedroom, which is | 
without a shielding door. ‘‘It’s the | 
housing that’s so bad, having to 
live all huddled up like this. I’m 
still trying but I haven't licked 
that.” 


The big problem is the very 
size of his family. It has practi- 
cally barred him from low-rent 
public housing, which rigidly lim- 
its per room occupancy and rare- 
ly provides apartments. big 
enough to accommodate a family 
of 13, with more doubtless to 
come. 


“TI have walked my feet off 
going to the projects,” Mrs. Wil- 
liams says. “I just get a lot of 
talk, and then I have to come 
back and live like this. I declare 
if it keeps up I’m going to have 
a nervous breakdown.” 


“She won't, though,” Robert 
Williams says fondly. “She talk 
like that, but she strong. Some- 
how we going to make it. I got a 
feeling the break is coming.”’ 


INCOME LIMITED 

It is difficult to see where it is 
coming from. Robert William ob- 
viously can’t afford more than 
the $35 he now pays in monthly 
rental—and he has all the private 
housing that sum will buy in 
Harlem. At 39, his income would 
seem to be limited permanently 
by his lack of any real skill. 


He’s a big man, and a husky 
one, and those who know him say 
he works hard.

ST. LOUIS, Mo. (UPI)—Scien- 
tists here have renewed their plea 
for baby teeth, needed in a study 
of radioactive strontium 90. 


So far, the scientists have got- 
ten only 20,000 of the 50,000 teeth 
of nine to twelve year olds need- 
ed to determine the effect of 
strontium 90 in babies’ milk. The 
teeth were sought in St. Louis and 
its environs because the area has 
the highest detected amount of 
strontium 90 in the country. Stron- 
tium 90, a byprodute of nuclear 
fallout, is a poison that in large 
amounts. attacks the marrow of 
the bone.

HEALTH: Get Breast Cancer Treated Quickly | 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Molner: After hav- 
ing a mastectomy, it was 
brought to my notice how some 
people understand the opera- 
tion and the problems it in- 
volves, and others don’t. Some 
believe you'll be back in the 
running in nothing flat. And 
still others treat you as though 
it might rub off or be catching. 
—M. B. 


You’ve brought before us a 
matter that might very well be 
better understood. Mastectomy 
(removal of the breast) is de- 
cidedly not a trifling operation, 
but it certainly can be a mar- 
velous lifesaver. 


The most frequent cause of this 
operation, of course, is cancer of 
the breast, which is at the top of 
the list of the fatal cancers 
among women. The last figures I 


noted showed about one cancer 


death in five from this cause, 
among women. 


However, this ratio should be 
declining notably, because with- 
out question a large majority of 
breast cancers should be cured. 
The important factor is to treat 
them—and treat them early. 


Every lump in the breast should 
be examined at once. By “at 
once” | mean exactly that. Not a 
day should be wasted. Notify your 
doctor immediately. 


In point of fact, the majority 
of the lumps will not be can- 
cerous at all, but enough of them 
will be to represent thousands of 
lives to be saved or lost each 
year. 


Where a lump is malignant, re- 
moval of the breast is the only 
answer. Experience shows that 
the surrounding tissue must be 
removed for safety, the area up 


to and including the lymph glands 
which serve the area. This means

, that the surgeon must extend the 


must remove some of the muscle 
tissue of the chest region. 

This is neither a brief nor a 
simple undertaking, although hap- 


pily it is known as an operation 
which involves very little risk. 


It is not unsual for a patient to

four to six weeks.

Settelmayer was fired as library 
director after an investigation into 
the sale of book jackets to the 
city by a firm in which Settel- 
mayer had an interest. 


The city has more than $20,000 
invested in modern printing facili- 


ties installed in the basement of 


the library and Settelmayer has 
operated the printing plant since 
his ouster. 


Judge Luther Alverson of Fulton 
Superior Court has asked attor- 
neys to draw an order barring 
Settelmayer from the library al- 
together, while Settelmayer’s ous- 


ter is on appeal to higher courts. | 


Attorneys for Settelmayer con- 
tend Settelmayer is a city depart- 
ment head and that the library 
board of trustees was without 
authority to fire him. They hold 
that the mayor and aldermen 
should have acted on the com- 
plaints against the library direc- 
tor just as they would have acted 
on charges against any other city 
departmental chief. 


Judge Alverson has ruled the 
trustees had authority to oust the 
library director.

“Regardless of what's wrong 
with the car,” he asserted, 
“they think the repair bill is al- 
ways too high. Women simply 
have no sense of value where 
parts are concerned, to say 
nothing of the time and work 
it takes to put the car in tip- 
top shape again.” 


“Griping about the _ bill’ 
heads the list of most mechan- 
ics’ pet peeves about feminine 
auto owners. Running a close 
second are those drivers who 
view a garage as a fixed-while- 
U-wait service supermarket. 


“They nearly always think it 
takes us too long to fix their 
car,”” one mechanic deplored. 
“They'll bring the car in, leave 
it while they go shopping, and 
expect it to be fixed by the 
time they’re ready to go home.” 


SNAGGED HOSE 


He said a woman customer 
once refused to pay the repair 
bill because, after returning 
from a beauty parlor appoint- 
ment to get her car after the 
oil had been changed, she 
“snagged her hose” on a bit 
of rough metal on the door 
‘Just like THAT was my fault,”’ 
the service man said in outrage. 
But, following a policy that the 
customer is always right, even 
if unreasonable, he dutifully 
smoothed the rough edge on the 
bottom of the door. 


“I didn’t charge her extra 
for that,”’ he insisted. “But I 
should have.” 


Another Atlanta garage at- 
tendant observed that a little 
knowledge about the inner 
workings of an automobile is 
“worse than knowing 
about it. He includes in this 
category those women who 
“not only think they know 
what’s wrong with their car, 
but tell us how to fix it.” 


ALWAYS WRONG 
“And they’re nearly always 
wrong,” he sighed. 


Even worse, according to an- 
other repairman, is the woman 
who brings her car in, an- 
nounces sweetly: ‘““My husband 
says we just need the points 


cleaned.”” Or the battery re- 
charged. Or the “timing ad- 
justed.”’ 


“She's a real headache,”’ the 
mechanic admitted. ‘‘With her, 


ya gotta be real diplomatic. I | 


mean, you can’t tell her that 
her husband needs his head 
examined.” 


The most frequent complaint 
of women drivers is ‘“‘a funny 


noise” in the mysterious depths | 


of the car, according to anony- 
mous informants. 
A RATTLE 


One auto troubleshooter re- 
called a customer who brought 
her car to the garage 
times in a single week, always 
with the same complaint: A 
“rattle” .in regions. unknown. 
The repairman “‘checked it from 
stem to stern,”” made several 
minor adjustments. But the rat- 
tle persisted. 


“She was getting pretty fed | 


up,”” he said. “And I don’t real- 
ly blame her.” | 


“My husband hasn't noticed 
it,’ she offered as an added 
insight. “But it really is quite 
obvious to me.”’ 


As a last resort, the mechanic . 


took her car out for a trial run 
While driving up a hill, he heard 
a distinctive rattling noise. Pull- 
ing over to the side of the road, 
he quickly located the source 
of the trouble: Three marbles 
in the dash of the car. (He ne- 
glected to reveal the amount of 
the customer’s repair bill.) 


DANGER SIGNAL 


This mechanic was quick to 
point out though, that women— 
and men — should recognize 
strange noises as a danger sig- 
nal. And the trouble should be 
eliminated as soon as possible. 
To ignore such a warning may 
lead to bigger repair bills later 
on. 

Service station attendants 
agreed with garage mechanics 
that there are more women 
drivers—and more confusion— 
today than ever before. 


‘Nowadays you've gotta please 


the ladies to*stay in business,” 
observed one parts detective. 
“Look at all the new filling sta- 
tions, with pretty gravelled 
driveways and flowers. They 
weren't put there to please the

man. 


OFFER PREMIUMS 


‘And all those premiums,” he 
added, “aren't displayed to 
catch the eye of the men. Now- 
adays, stations offer everything 
from potatoes and dishes to or- 
chids and sugar with every gal- 
lon of gas.” 


He sees the premium policy 
as a gesture of respect for the 
women, and asked that his name 
not be used (as did the other 
mechanics interviewed) because 
“I don’t want to make the ladies 
mad.” 


One repairman said he had 
no trouble recalling his worst 
customer: 


“It’s my wife,” he groaned. 
“Every time she takes the car 
out, she finds something wrong 
with it; And i'm to fix it right 
after supper.”

Tucking a neat hospital-bed 
corner can be a difficult job 
from a wheelchair, especially if 
you cannot always control your 
hands as you would like to, but 
five Girl Scouts at the Cerebral 
Palsy School did this and more 
to win their home nursing 
badges. 


Nine other young Scouts at 
the school received their cook- 
ing badges — for this they 
learned how to make hot choco- 
late and cook eggs three ways, 
and to make drop biscuits. 


Although some of the girls, 
aged 10 to 16, are severely han- 
dicapped, they participate fully 
in Scouting activities which are 
adapted to their abilities, said 
Miss Constance Laube, staff ad- 
visor to Girl Scout Troop at 
the school. Since the program 
was established six years ago, 
badges have been earned in al- 
most all the fields of scouting 
—hospitality, puppetry, needle- 
craft, world neighbor, good 
citizen, and others. 


“Some girls have as many 
as 12 badges,” Mrs. Cecil L. 
Cannon, the troop’s. volunteer 
leader said proudly. 


A registered nurse, Mrs. Can- 
non was particularly well quali- 
fied to teach the girls home 
nursing. The girls made hospital 
smocks from their fathers’ shirts 
and they made a makeshift hood 
for a vaporizer. They learned 
also to take temperatures, apply 
ice packs, correctly ventilate a 
sick room, and entertain the 
patient. 


In home nursing notebooks, 
the girls wrote (or typed if 
they were unable to write) de- 
scriptions of the games they 
could use to keep their bedrid- 


den patients free from bore- 
dom. 


Scouts at the school who re- 
ceived home nursing badges 
were: Shelia Graham, Jean 
Hand, Pam Horne, Clara Leide, 
and Louise Trimble. 

The young cooks at the Cere- 
bral Palsy School may never 
be able to take a hot pan of 
biscuits or a sheet of peanut 
butter cookies from the oven 
without help, but ‘‘at least they 
will know how to do it,” Miss 
Laube said. The girls can stir 
the biscuit or cookie dough, 
and drop the goodies on the 
pan when they are ready to 
bake.

Girls To Be Better Wives

BASLE (WNS) — “The more 
women cram into their heads, 
the less they can do with their 
hands,”” said Dr. Helmut Gut- 


mann, 83-year-old Swiss educa- 
tor. He announced he will 
launch a campaign against pro- 
miscuous feminine education by 
publishing a pamphlet, “Edu- 
cation vs. Wifemanship”’ in four 
languages. 


‘Marriage, motherhood and 
the home are being sacrificed 
to the new lust for academic 
knowledge and college  de- 
grees,’’ he maintained. 


Dr. Gutmann said the world 
will be better off if women will 
stop pampering their brains and 
start living with their hands and 
hearts. 


“Statistics and common sense 
both reveal that a university 
education does not turn a girl 
into a better cook, houseclean- 
er and laundress,”’ he said. 


Higher learning has not pro- 
duced more unselfish and obedi- 
ent wives nor has it resulted in 
more loving and effective moth- 

rs. “For proof, look at the high 


divorce rates and juvenile de- 
linquency statistics in those 
countries where women now re- 
ceive the most education,” he 
suggested. 


Too much education makes 
women discontented with their 
lot in life. They become bored 
with housework and restless to 
put their school knowledge to 
work. 


“They feel that they are as 
smart as men and rush out of 
the homes and into the busi- 
ness and professional worlds to 
prove it,” Dr. Gutmann de- 
clared. 


But that leaves nobody to take 
care of the home. 


“Every family needs a 
home,” he said, “and every 
home requires wifemanship.”’ 


When the tender, patient care 
of true wifemanship disappears, 
the family flounders and the 
home disintegrates, he said. “It 
is up to the women. We shall 
have peaceful, solid homes 
again when the man is allowed 
to be the brains of his family 
while the woman is content to 
be the heart.”’

Medic Alert Bracelets 


Wi if Help Save Lives 


By PATRICIA McCORMACK

NEW YORK, May 11—Life-saving bracelets are 
being worn by thousands of Americans who have 
allergies or special conditions that doctors need to 
know about when giving emergency treatment. 


On one side of the brace- 
let's oval tag is a red cadu- 
ceus—the doctor’s symbol—and 
the words ‘‘medic alert.” 


On the other side is the wear- 
er’s warning message—say “‘al- 
lergic to penicillin” or “epilep- 
tic’ or “diabetic.” The wear- 
er’s name and his doctor’s name 
or the telephone number of the 
medic art foundation also is 
engraved on the “warning”’ side 
of the tag. 


ROUTINE SCRATCH TEST 


The bracelet was designed by 
Dr. Marion C. Collins of Tur- 
lock, Calif. In 1953, his daugh- 
ter, Linda, was given a rou- 
tine scratch-test against allergy 
to tetanus antitoxin serum. 


She had such an allergic re- 
action to the minute trace of 
serum in the test that she had 
to be placed in an oxygen tent 
for three days to overcome the 
shock and temporary impair- 
ment to heart and circulation. 


After the incident, Dr. and 
Mrs. Collins realized that a full 
shot of the serum could be fatal 
to Linda—say if it were admin- 
istered when the girl was un- 
conscious from injuries received 
in an auto accident and couldn't 
tell attending doctors about her 
allergy. 


MEDIC ALERT 


Until Dr. Collins thought up 
the ‘‘medic alert’ bracelet, 
Mrs. Collins pinned warning 
notes inside Linda’s clothes or 
taped warning notes to her 
wrist. 

The bracelet solved the prob- 
lem. To help thousands like 
Linda, the Medic Alert Founda- 
tion was formed. 


A report on the work of the 
nonprofit organization in GP, 
the journal of the American 
Academy of General Practice, 
contains a warning that in these 
days of increasing travel, medi- 
cal identification tags are im- 
perative. 


When away from home, for 
example, a person takes his po- 
tentially fatal medical condi- 
tion with him. But his records 


| are in his doctor’s office—hun- 


dreds or thousands of miles 
away.

A duplicate of the certificate 
is kept on file in the founda- 
tion’s office, where emergency 
calls are accepted collect 24 
hours a day to assist in identifi- 
cation problems in an emer- 
gency. 


The foundation is operated 
by 11 persons who serve with- 


‘out pay—other than the satis- 


faction they get out of their 
work. 


BLIND SPOT 


The foundation wants to alert 
every potential wearer about the 
dangers of a medical blind 
spot—diabetics, epileptics, hem- 
ophiliacs, persons with severe 
allergies to antibiotics, drugs, 
narcotics. 


Among those who could bene- 
fit, reported GP, are arthritic 
persons accustomed to contin- 
ual use of cortisone who might 
die of shock if they did not re- 
ceive it. 


Also—alcoholics on the drug 
antabuse who might become 
dangerously ill if given alcohol 
in medical treatment. 


On the matter of penicillin 
alone, reactions have killed an 
average of one person every 
five days in the United States 
for the past 13 years.”

And the CBS newsman whose 
familiar “This Is London” 
made him one of the most 
listened-to reporters during 
World War II made it plain that 
he doesn’t intend to become in- 
volved in the discussion himself. 


“Don’t ask me questions like 
another local newsman did 
about what I think of Judge 
Hooper’s decision and things 
like that,” Murrow said. “I am 
here as a newsman to ask ques- 
tions and get answers—not to 
express opinions on something 
I know nothing about yet.” 


The television star of such 


programs as Person to Person | 


and serious documentaries deal- 
ing with world problems said 
he realized the impossibility of 
pleasing the whole Southern 
television audience—‘‘but at 
least we will try to make them 
think.” 


Murrow said he had just re- 
turned from a_ nine-month 
world tour, and was going to 
have to study up on many na- 
tional questions. 


“I might. strip my mental 
gears, shifting so fast from one 
thing to another. I just fipished 
four days with the Navy on a 
thing about the Polaris mis- 
sion—now this about segrega- 
tion — then I’ve got to get 
started on the national political 
conventions,”"” Murrow smiled 
his famous smile. 


Asked about the television in- 
dustry’s announced intention of 
more serious approach to pro- 
gramming, Murrow said, “I 
know that my network (CBS) is 
making a serious and sustained 
effort to improve both the 
quality and quantity of news 
and opinion programs.” 


Murrow said that CBS planned 
26-hour and one-and-a-half-hour 
documentaries starting in the 
fall dealing with national prob- 


lems. The programs will be 
presented every other week. 


Murrow and his producer, Ar- 
thur D. Morse, were high in 
praise of public officials and 
others here who were helping 
them in presenting an “honest 
picture. of the situation here.” 


“All from the governor right 
on down have been as coopera- 
tive as they could possibly be,”’ 
Morse said. 


Gov. Vandiver, Mayor Harts- 
field, Constitution Editer Mc- 
Gill and other local civic lead- 
ers will be seen on the docu- 
mentary program. 


“All the eomment on the 
program will come from Geor- 
gians,’’ Murrow said. 


Murrow said that he did not 
know how long he would be in 
Atlanta. A film crew and other 
reporters for the program have 
been in and out of Atlanta and 
Georgia for several weeks film- 
ing the documentary.

Tug Wilson, who has added several wrinkles to his brow in the 
past few days, has already demanded that SI step forward and 
identify the guilty culprits. 


“If this magazine has any pretense for decency and fair play 
it will name names and present concrete facts or it will withdraw 
its statements,’’ Wilson said Wednesday afternoon in Chicago. “I 
have no desire to protect any dishonesty in college athletics, but 
I will not stand, either, for decent and honorable people and insti- 
tutions to be scandalously attacked for simple sensationalism.” 


—The Hand That Shook the Big Ten 


Mr. Jack Olsen, who wrote the expose, has undoubtedly re- 
ceived a phone call from Mr. Byers requesting information. 


The author charged that at one school a wealthy angel armed 
with greenbacks deposited from $10 to $50 with each handshake 
after games. The payoff is made at another institutién via unsigned 
envelopes on Monday. 


Mr. Olsen also notes that many Big Ten players are paid from 
$40 to $50 weekly for work they don’t do. 


He quotes unidentified recruiters from other Big Ten schools 
Saying that Indiana didn’t use any ‘‘class and finesse’’ in procuring 
athletes. It was inevitable that the Hoosiers should run afoul of the 
NCAA, according to the spokesmen. 


The big blast at the Big Ten reminds me of a statement 
made by a well known college coach down South. “‘There are 
only two types in big time college football,” he said. ‘The 
caught and the uncaught.”’ 


Mr. Byers, who heads up the NCAA as executive director, does 
not concur with that statement. On his recent visit here he voiced 
an opinion that the majority of the college coaches were basically 
honest. Though it’s a tough chore, he also stated that coaches can 
police their alumni, 


Byers was the first to admit that a three-man NCAA staff can- 
not keep an eye on some 500 member schools. For that reason the 
colleges have made themselves responsible for illicit operations 
among alumni. 


—SI Should Identify the Culprits 


If SI isn’t out of bounds, the Big Ten coach, of course, was 
aware that money was being distributed in the locker room. And as 
Mr. Wilson has suggested in strong terms, the magazine should 
identify the colleges. 


More and more colleges are following the lead of the South- 
eastern Conference and granting an outstanding athlete a “full 
ride” on top of the table. The West Coast scandals and now the 
Big Ten issue make the SEC program look solid. 


Any youngster who participates in modern college football 
certainly deserves a “free ride.” Actually, there’s nothing free 
about it. No one on the campus works harder than a football 
player. In fact, a football player expends more energy in one 
spring practice session than most students do during their 
collegiate career. 


College officials and coaches face a tremendous chore in trying 
to keep their game on an amateur level. When you gross a million 
bucks at the gate, the word amateur is prone to get lost in the 
shuffle of greenbacks. 


And big time football is strictly big time in the Big Ten.

NEW YORK—Business and industrial activity in the first four 
months of the year was good, but, not nearly as good as expected. 
And the same analysts who pooh-poohed the words of caution printed

They agree the impetus of 
the boom has dissipated. 


Several say industrial produc- 
tion may fall lower in the next 
few months. But general business 
is still pretty good, and the down- 
trend hasn’t developed enough as 
yet to raise fears. 


WON’T CUT PRICES 


The home appliance industry is 
going no better than early last 
year. Retailers say prices are too 
high. Manufacturers say they will 
not cut prices. But they do con- 
cede that their new models of 
household appliances, without lux- 
ury features, will be lower-priced. 
They are taking their cue from the 
consumer demand for compact 
automobiles. 


Labor -management bargaining 
this year will see wage increases 
equal to, or slightly larger than, 
last year. But the liberalization 
will be more via fringe benefits. 


It may well be that space-age 
missile companies will do better in 
earnings this year. But there's 
another side to the coin. Prices 
of such shares have been spurting 
starward based on company profit 
promises beyond the blue horizon. 
That makes the prices of these 
shares more and more vulnerable 
to a substantial corrective de- 
cline. 


MIGHT BLOW HOLE 


It means some investors may 
be fried, roasted, broiled and bar- 
becued. Worse yet, a sustained 
slump in missile share prices 
might blow an atomic hole in the 
entire stock market. But, if it’s 
a case of suggesting a space-age 
stock or be hit on the head, look 
into General Electric and Radio 
Corporation. 


Here’s the foreign investor view 
of the New York stock market 
price prospect: “There is no evi- 
dence as yet that the dominant 
downtrend, which began in Janu- 
ary, has been reversed.””

Delta’s New 880 
Zips Across U.S. 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

Delta Air Lines’ new Convair 880, billed as the 
world’s fastest commercial jet airliner, 
winged its way from San Diego to Atlanta in just under 
three hours and 24 minutes on a_nonstop press demon- 


stration flight. 


The $4 million jet, which Delta 
will put into service Sunday for 
the first time by any airline, cov- 
ered the 1,935. miles from the blue 
Pacific to the airport tower here 
at an average ground speed of 
580 miles an hour. 


The last leg of the trip, from 
Birmingham to Atlanta, took only 
17 minutes. 


FLIES 6 MILES UP 


Flying at a peak altitude of 33,- 
000 feet, slightly over six miles 
above sea level, the four-engine 
jet hit a top speed of 610 miles 
an hour, far short of the 779-mile- 
an-hour peak the same plane 
reached three months ago while 
establishing a new Southern trans- 
continental sped record between 
San Diego and Miami. 


On that hop, and with the help 
of a favorable tail wind, it aver- 
aged 664 miles an hour in a 2,359 
mile flight of just three hours and 
32 minutes. 


Wednesday's flight swooshed off 
a San Diego runway beside the 
Convair plant at approximately 
11:48 a.m. (Atlanta time), and 
made its pass over the Atlanta 
control tower (‘to be officially 
timed by the National Aeronautic 
Assn.) at 3:11 p.m.

Rosin Cookery Dazzles 


Potato-Loving Guests 


By PATRICIA DEATON 
Out among the pines, where 
the rosin is plentiful, you might 
find a unique method of cook- 
ing potatoes over hot charcoal. 


A few days ago, Charles Phil- 
lips of Rugby Lane, College 
Park, a backyard chef, was 
found on his terrace among the 
pine with a boiling pot of rosin, 
into which he had _ tossed 
a quantity of potatoes. 


“Rosin cooking,”’ he explained, 
“is an old custom that goes 
back to the Civil War time of 
the Negro laborers in the tur- 
pentine camps. They would 
bring raw potatoes to work,” 
he continued, “‘and cook them 
for lunch in huge black cast 
iron pots filled with boiling hot 
rosin. 


The method used by Mr. Phil- 
lips is a bit more refined in 
that his boiling pot is small and 
made of enamel ware. 


(A Jonesboro lady uses a huge 
old-fashioned, three-legged pot 
and boils great quantities of po- 
tatoes for her guests. The un- 
usual pot makes a wonderful 
conversation piece. ) 


The temperature of the boiling 
rosin is sometimes monitored 
with a cooking thermometer. 
When the rosin hits a peak of 
375 degres F., the potatoes are 
dropped and immediately sink 
to the bottom of the pot. There 
they remain for approximately 
45 minutes, floating to the sur- 
face when done. They should be 
allowed to float for some 45 
minutes, insuring that they will 
be fully-cooked. Depending on in- 
dividual taste or expediency, 
the floating time can be short- 
ened to five minutes. 


Cooking time, the chef contin- 
ued, is also dependent on the 
number of potatoes cooked to- 
gether. 


A pot should be no more than 
three-fourths filled with rosin,

which can be bought at any 
hardware or grocery store sell- 


ing charcoal. 
Mr. Phillips then removed and 


wrapped each one in aluminum 
foil, sliced through the foil and 


into the potato and covered with 
a rich sauce of sour cream and 
chives. Mrs. Phillips’ recipe for 
the sauce is simple and one you 
will want to try.

is excellent) 

tsp. salt 

tsp. black pepper

Mix all ingredients together 
carefully, except mayonnaise, 
which is folded in last. 


Returning to the cooking area, 
Mr. Phillips removed his boiling 
pot from the coals and replaced 
it with a brazier or small grill 
on which he broiled his steaks.

With tossed salad and drink, the 
meal was complete. 


There are several points of 
rosin cookery which need clear- 
ing up for some people. Mrs. 
Phillips says that it is perfect- 
ly safe to eat the peeling of a 
potato cooked in this manner, 
since the taste is unaffected. 
The outer skin with the coating 
comes off with little effort. 


It is also wise, she cautioned, 
to cook only out of doors, since 
boiling rosin is unsafe inside 
the house. 


Sweet potatoes adopt readily to 
this method of preparation. One 
boon to the meal’s preparation is 
that the potatoes (both kinds) 
can be prepared long in advance. 
Molten rosin provides an inslu- 
lation which holds the heat in- 
side of the potatoes for hours. 
Mr. Phillips also suggests that 
if the potatoes have to wait 
very long, place in a warm 
oven until ready to serve.

Makes 6 Servings 
Corn Bread: 
1 pkg. easy corn bread miz 
1 egg, unbeaten 
% cup milk 
1 4-oz. can sliced mush- 
rooms, drained 
Sauce: 
3 tbsps. butter or margarine 
3 tbsps. flour 
1 cup milk 
2-oz. blue cheese, crumbled 
Roll-Ups: 
6 slices boiled ham 
14% lb. fresh or two 10-oz. 
pkgs. frozen asparagus 
spears, cooked 


Heat oven to hot (425 degrees 
F.). Put egg, milk and mush- 
rooms into bag of mix. Squeeze 
upper part of bag to force air 
out. Close top of bag by hold- 
ing tightly between thumb and 
index finger. With bag resting 
on table, mix by working bag 


vigorously with fingers. ‘(Mix 
about 40 seconds or until egg is 
completely blended.) 


Squeeze bag to empty batter 
into special aluminum foil pan 
contained in package. (Do not 
grease pan.) Bake in preheated 
oven (425 degrees F.) about 20 
minittes. 


While corn bread is baking, 
prepare sauce. Melt butter; add 
flour and cook until bubbly. Add 
milk gradually, stirring con- 
stantly. Add cheese and stir un- 
til smooth. 


To serve, open corner folds 
of corn bread pan. Cut corn 
bread into 6 pieces; split each 
in half horizontally. Place on 
serving platter, fitting 2 pieces 
together for each serving. Wrap 
each ham slice around 3 or 4 
cooked asparagus spears. Place 
ham roll on hot corn bread. 
Pour sauce over ham roll. 


Drain pineapple well and save juice. Put marshmallows in a 


double boiler and cook until thickened. Let cool. Drain liquid from 
marshmallows and add pineapple and almonds. Then fold in cus- 
tard lightly. Last fold in whipped cream and chill. Serve as a salad
